Premier's sister Lynn al¬ 
legedly billed taxpayers 
to attend social events

Alberta Premier Alison Redford 
says she won’t comment on re¬ 
ports her sister billed taxpayers 
to attend social events for Red- 
ford’s Progressive Conservative 
party. 

Redford said there are in¬ 
dependent investigative pro¬ 
cesses in place, and she will let 
them run their course. 

“I cannot expect that Alber¬ 
tans would want me as the pre¬ 
mier of the province to stand 
here at a podium and start de¬ 
fending my sister, or for that 
matter criticizing my sister,” 
Redford told reporters in Red 
Deer Wednesday. 

“That’s why we have sys¬ 
tems in place.”

How do I cook a turkey? 
What time does Halloween 
start? 

These are just two of the 
non-emergency calls 911 
operators in Edmonton like 
Bonnie Dunlop have re¬ 
ceived. 

“There’s probably 1,000 
examples,” said Dunlop, who 
has worked as a 911 operator 
for five years. 

“(People) call about really 
random type issues ... They 
don’t know if it’s seven in the 
morning or seven at night.” 

In addition to “random 
type issues,” local 911 oper¬ 
ators deal with hang ups, 
pocket dials and people who 
do need police but not im¬ 
mediately. 

When 911 operators re¬ 
ceive wayward calls, “they 
tell (the caller) that this is 


the 911 line and it’s not to 
be used for anything but life 
or death emergencies or re¬ 
porting a crime in progress,” 
said Kim Pudde, Edmonton 
Police Service 911 supervisor. 

The EPS launched an 
awareness campaign on Wed¬ 
nesday in the hopes of re¬ 
ducing the “amazing” num¬ 
ber of non-emergency calls 
Edmontonians make to 911. 

Police are urging Edmon¬ 
tonians to call #377 from any 
mobile phone to reach the 
EPS’ non-emergency com¬ 
plaint line. 

Land lines can reach the 
non-emergency complaint 
line at 780-423-4567. 

While the #377 number 
has been in operation for 
more than a decade it has 
never been promoted pub¬ 
licly because mobile carri¬ 
ers previously used separate 
signs before the number. 

“We worked with all the 
cellphone carriers and were 
able to create a universal 
#377 number,” said Const. 
Michael Rott of EPS West Div¬ 
ision.

Edmonton retailers are 
muscling in on what for 
years was strictly an Amer¬ 
ican phenomenon with 
Black Friday sales, aiming 
to cash in on the big holiday 
spending. 

At West Edmonton Mall, 


most stores are eager to ex¬ 
tend their hours and slash 
prices. 

“We’re formalizing what 
many retailers already did 
last year,” said Sheri Clegg, 
WEM media and public- 
relations manager, pointing 
to the more than 100 stores 
taking part. “We hope to 
have the big traffic we had 
last year. Our guests tell us 
they love deals.” 

Dave Mottershead, gen¬ 
eral manager of Sportchelc 
at WEM, said he expects 
business to be brisk, despite 
it being a workday for most 
people. 

“We only do big sales 
like this a couple times a 


year. With Christmas com¬ 
ing, people want those sav¬ 
ings,” he said. 

Surjit Rai, associate chair 
of the Bachelor of Business 


Administration degree at 
NAIT, said sales are still 
much deeper in the U.S on 
Black Friday, but Canadians 
believe they’ll get great 


deals on big-ticket items 
such as electronics. 

“It makes sense for Can¬ 
adian retailers to try to 
cash in on a trend, when 
consumers are looking to 
spend. But there’s a danger 
of shopping fatigue — we 
don’t have the history or 
relationship with Black Fri¬ 
day the way Americans do. 
It’s not a long weekend 
here, just another random 
shopping day before Christ¬ 
mas.” 

But the buzz is definitely 
building at the mall, Clegg 
said. “I’m getting calls all 
day with retailers updating 
me on sales for Friday,” she 
said. 


City hall. 

Council 
takes a pass 
on calming 
traffic 

City council put the brakes 
on plans to slow down several 
Edmonton neighbourhoods, 
concluding the proposed 
traffic-calming measures were 
expensive, unwanted and 
doomed to be ineffective. 

Councillors were consid¬ 
ering plans to speed bumps 
and curbing to Twin Brooks 
for $1.9 million and Bume- 
wood for $975,000. 

Don Edgecombe, a Twin 
Brooks resident, told council¬ 
lors he didn’t want the meas¬ 
ures on the main collector 
road in the community. 

“It is my belief we will have 
a greater collision rate when 
the ring road is turned into an 
obstacle course,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
pushed for the work in 
Bumewood because he said 
residents had been trying for 
years to slow down traffic. 

“I know of incidents on 
that stretch of the roadway 
where people were speeding 
and they have driven into 
people’s fences,” he said. 

Sohi put forward a motion 
to have council consider the 
Bumewood improvement at 
budget time, but his was the 
only vote in support. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
said that, considering most of 
the speeders live in the area, 
residents should just approach 
their neighbours with the 
concern when they see them 
speeding. 

“I don’t support this at all, 
because there is a real simple 
way to do it — challenge your 
neighbours to slow down and 
be safe when you are driving.”

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Alberta politicians 
argue all night 
over land-use bill 


Endurance politicking. 

Contentious 
Responsible Energy 
Development Act 
passed Wednesday 
afternoon after 
marathon session 


A debate over controversial 
land-use legislation turned 
into an all-night contest of 
wills between Alberta’s gov¬ 
erning PCs and the Oppos¬ 
ition Wildrose party. 

The two sides debated for 
17 hours through Tuesday 
night and finished around 
lunchtime Wednesday when 
a truce was called and the 
government was able to 
move the bill to third and 
final reading. 

Less than an hour later, 
the politicians were back 
in the house for the regular 
1:30 p.m. start of the day’s 
business. 

Government house lead¬ 
er Dave Hancock said both 
sides felt they had made 
their points. 

“They moved their re¬ 
maining amendments 
through relatively exped¬ 
itiously (just before lunch) 
and we got Bill 2 out of 
committee, which was our 
goal,” said Hancock. 

The Responsible Energy 
Development Act would see

all coal, oil, gas and oilsands 
projects approved through 
one arm’s-length regulatory 
body. 

The Wildrose said prop¬ 
erty rights guarantees need¬ 
ed clarification and it pro¬ 
posed a raft of amendments 
over the marathon session. 

All 21 amendments were 
defeated by the Tories. 

Wildrose house leader 
Rob Anderson said citizens 
will once again be left with 
flawed legislation that 
forced the province in past 
years to pull back similar 
laws to be reworked. 

“It (Bill 2) does the same 
thing. It takes away prop¬ 
erty rights, the rights of 
landowners. It takes away 
their rights to appeal, (and) 
it hurts the environment 
because it takes away the 
environmental appeals pro¬ 
cess,” said Anderson.

If you had access to a credit 
card-sized smart card that 
would help you give CPR in 
an emergency, would you be 
more likely to do it? 

That’s one of the questions 
behind a Calgary-based re¬ 
search study now underway at 
10 sites around the world, in¬ 
cluding Edmonton’s Stollery 
Hospital. 

Over the next couple of 
years, Dr. Jon Duff and his re¬ 
search team will see whether 
a device called a CPRcard 
could help save lives by letting 
first responders know wheth¬ 
er CPR is being performed ef¬ 
fectively on an infant, child or 
adult. 

The device is a thin, plas¬ 
tic card that is placed on the 
victim’s chest and compres¬ 
sions performed over top of 
it. An LED reading lets the 
user know if they are applying 
enough quick, strong thrusts 
to make a life-saving differ¬ 
ence. 

“We’re very excited about 
this study,” said Duff at a dem¬ 
onstration of the CPRcard on 
the team’s mannequin, an 
8-year-old boy nicknamed 
Tommy, who can offer feed¬ 
back via breathing, pulse

rate and blood pressure. “Al¬ 
though these are simulations, 
they are incredibly like a real¬ 
istic cardiac emergency.” 

In the initial study phase 
of the research project, teams 
of health professionals will be 
assessed with and without the 
use of the CPRcard, which is 
still in the experimental stage 
and hasn’t yet been approved 
by Health Canada for use in 
human patients. 

Duff said most people hesi¬ 
tate to use CPR in an emer¬ 
gency because they don’t feel 
competent — and studies do 
show that CPR skills deteri¬ 
orate when people don’t use 
their training. 

A device like the CPRcard 
could meet a vital need, said 
Duff, in getting people to act 
quickly in an emergency.

The M23 rebels pressed ahead 
with their seizure of territory 
and towns in eastern Congo on 
Wednesday and said they in¬ 
tend to topple the government 
of President Joseph Kabila. 

The rebels took control of the 
eastern Congo town of Sake in a 
bid to move toward the provin¬ 
cial capital of Bukavu. 

“Kabila has to go. We want 
our countiy back,” said M2 3 Col. 
Vianney Kazarama, to cheers 
from thousands gathered at the 
stadium in Goma, which was 
seized by the rebels on Tuesday. 
“We are now going to Kinshasa. 
No one will divide this country.” 

Nearly 3,000 Congolese 
army soldiers and police de¬ 
fected to the rebels in Goma on 
Wednesday and turned in their 
weapons at the stadium rally.

Even as the rebels consoli¬ 
dated their gains, the presidents 
of Congo, Rwanda and Uganda 
called on them to give up the ter¬ 
ritory they now control. 

The M2 3 is made up of hun¬ 
dreds of officers who deserted 
the Congo army in April this 
year. Neighbouring Rwanda 
has supplied trained soldiers 
and weapons, according to a re¬ 
port by United Nations experts. 


The speed with which the 
M2 3 has seized Goma and the 
surrounding countryside, rich in 
minerals, exposes the weakness 
of President Joseph Kabila’s gov¬ 
ernment, say experts. 

Strewn with bodies, burned- 
out vehicles and abandoned 
tanks, the road between Goma 
and Sake showed evidence of 
Tuesday’s fighting. 

M2 3 soldiers in vehicles pa¬ 
trolled the streets of Sake, 27 
kilometres south of Goma. As 
in Goma, most residents ac¬ 
cepted the rebels’ presence. 

“We only want peace,” said 
Innocent Rumabo, in Sake. 

Other residents complained 
of rapes carried out Tuesday 
night. “I know two women who 
were raped (and) there are more 
in the area,” said one Goma resi¬ 
dent who insisted on anonymity 
for fear of retaliation. 

A UN spokesman in New 
York said the nearly 1,500 UN 
peacekeepers in Goma held 
their fire to avoid triggering a 
battle. The peacekeepers “can¬ 
not substitute for the efforts of 
national forces” in Congo, said 
spokesman Eduardo del Buey.

The Rwandan military is 
commanding and supporting 
the rebel force that overtook 
the towns of Sake and Goma 
in the Congo this week, ac¬ 
cording to a United Nations 
report released Wednesday. 

The report says, “The 
government of Rwanda 
continues to violate the 
arms embargo by providing 
direct military support to 
the M23 rebels, facilitating 
recruitment, encouraging 
and facilitating desertions 
from the armed forces of the 
Democratic Republic of the 
Congo, and providing arms, 
ammunition, intelligence 
and political advice.” 

The report also accuses

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Last gunman from 
Mumbai attacks 
executed in secrecy 


26 - 11 . Hanging sparks 
celebrations for some 
while offering others 
hollow closure 


India executed the lone sur¬ 
viving gunman from the 2008 
Mumbai terror attacks early 
Wednesday, four years after 
Pakistani gunmen blazed 
through India’s financial cap¬ 
ital, killing 166 people over 
three days and throwing re¬ 
lations between the nuclear¬ 
armed neighbours into a tail- 
spin. 

Mohammed Ajmal Kasab, 
a Pakistani citizen, was hung 
in secrecy at a jail in Pune, a 
city near Mumbai, after Indian 
President Pranab Mukherjee 
rejected his plea for clemency. 

News of the execution was 
widely cheered in India, with 
political parties organizing 
public celebrations and some 
people setting off firecrackers. 

But for those more deeply 
touched by the events of 26- 
11, as the attack is known in 
India, the hanging offered 
only a partial catharsis. 

“This is an incomplete 
justice as the masterminds 
and main handlers of 26-11 
are still absconding,” said 
Kavita Karkare, the widow of 
Hemant Karkare, the chief 
of Mumbai’s anti-terrorism 
squad who was killed while 
pursuing Kasab. “They should 
also be hanged.” 

Indian officials accuse Pak¬ 
istan’s intelligence agency 
of working with the militant 
group Lashkar-e-Taiba to plan

Some in India felt Kasab 
should have been hanged 
publicly. 

Others complained that 
the government had spent 
too much money on the care 
and feeding of a vilified crim¬ 
inal and said that for justice to 
be done, the attack’s master¬ 
minds — not just their foot 
soldier — must be punished. 

Mukesh Agarwal, who was 
shot in his right arm during 
the attack, called Kasab’s exe¬ 
cution “the best possible gift” 
from the Indian government. 

But he said “instead of se¬ 
cretly hanging him, the gov¬ 
ernment should have hanged 
him publicly.”

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World carbon emissions still too high: UN 


Fossil fuels. Report 
comes ahead of major 
climate conference 


A UN report on rising green¬ 
house-gas emissions reminded 
world governments Wednes¬ 
day that their efforts to fight 
climate change are far from 
enough to meet their goal of 
limiting global warming to 2 C. 

The report by the UN En¬ 


vironment Program, released 
just days ahead of a major 
climate conference, said the 
concentration of heat-trapping 
greenhouse gases in the atmos¬ 
phere is up about 20 per cent 
since 2000. 

Scientists say those emis¬ 
sions are contributing to cli¬ 
mate change and that failure 
to contain them could have 
dangerous consequences, in¬ 
cluding rising sea levels inun¬ 
dating coastal cities, dramatic 
shifts in rainfall disrupting

agriculture and drinking 
water, the spread of diseases 
and the extinction of species. 
Emissions levels, driven 


by the burning of fossil fuels, 
need to come down by 14 per 
cent by 2020 for the world to 
reach a pathway that could 
keep the global temperature 
rise below 2 C, compared with 
pre-industrial levels, UNEP 
said. That’s the stated goal 
of UN climate negotiations, 
which resume next week in 
Doha. But it won’t happen if 
countries don’t come ahead 
with more ambitious plans 
than what’s currently on the

Fewer abortions 
may be due to 
increase in 
birth control 

U.S. abortions fell five per 
cent during the recession 
and its aftermath in the 
biggest one-year decrease 
in at least a decade, per¬ 
haps because women are 
more careful to use birth 
control when times are 
tough, researchers say. 

The decline, detailed 
on Wednesday by the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control 
and Prevention, came in 
2009, the most recent year 
for which statistics are 
available. Both the num¬ 
ber of abortions and the 
abortion rate dropped by 
the same percentage.

New York City. After insider 
trading arrest, prosecutors 
may have sights on big game 


The arrest of a former hedge- 
fund portfolio manager in what 
prosecutors are calling one 
of the most lucrative insider¬ 
trading schemes ever indicates 
that prosecutors may be setting 
their sights higher — toward 
a wealthy business leader the 
suspect’s firm was connected 
to, an expert says. 

Mathew Martoma made an 
arrangement to obtain secret, 
advance results of tests on an 
experimental Alzheimer’s drug 
that netted more than $276 
million US for his fund and 
others, according to charges 
filed in U.S. District Court in 
Manhattan. 

He was arrested Tuesday 
on allegations that he used the 
information to advise other 
investment professionals to 
buy shares in the companies 
developing the drug, then later 
to dump those investments and 
place financial bets against the 
companies when the tests re¬ 



turned disappointing results. 

Martoma’s trades helped 
reap a hefty profit from 2006 
through July 2008, while he 
worked for CR Intrinsic Invest¬ 
ors LLC of Stamford, Conn., an 
affiliate of SAC Capital Advis¬ 
ors, a firm owned by Steven 
A. Cohen, one of the nation’s 
wealthiest hedge-fund man¬ 
agers.

Japan. Toshiba’s new 
four-legged machine 
was designed to go 
into tsunami-crippled 
Fukushima plant 


Toshiba Corp. unveiled a robot 
Wednesday that the company 
says can withstand high radia¬ 
tion and help in nuclear dis¬ 
asters. But it remains unclear 
what exactly the new machine 
will be capable of doing if and 
when it gets the go-ahead to en¬ 
ter Japan’s crippled Fukushima 
Dai-ichi nuclear plant. 

The four-legged robot can 
climb over debris and venture 
into radiated areas off-limits to 
human workers. One signifi¬ 
cant innovation, Toshiba said, 
is that its wireless network can 
be controlled in high radiation, 
automatically seeking better 
transmission when reception 
becomes weak. 

But the machine, which 
looks like an ice cooler on wob¬ 
bly metal legs, also appears 
prone to glitches. The robot 
took a jerky misstep during a 
demonstration to reporters, 
freezing with one leg up in the 
air. It had to be lifted by several 
people and rebooted. 


Robotics technology 


• Japan boasts some of 
the world's most sophisti¬ 
cated robotics technol¬ 
ogy, exemplified in the 
walking, talking human¬ 
shaped Asimo robot from 
Honda Motor Co. The 
inability of such delicate 
gadgetry to help out with 
the Fukushima disaster 
was widely criticized. 


It was also notably slow in 
climbing a flight of eight steps, 
cautiously lifting its legs one by 
one, and taking about a minute 
to go up each step. 

With obstacles that aren’t as 
even and predictable as steps, 
such as the debris at the plant, 
it may need as much as 10 min¬ 
utes to figure out how to clear 
the object, Toshiba acknow¬ 
ledged. And if it ever falls, it will 
not be able to get up on its own. 

Still, Tokyo Electric Power 
Co. said it might use the ro¬ 
bot to inspect the suppression 
chamber of the Fukushima 
plant, where a devastating 
meltdown took place after a 
mammoth tsunami slammed 
into northeastern Japan on 
March 11,2011.

media throughout the NHL lockout, Mr. Bettman told me some 
exclusive things — things so striking and unexpected that he may 
deny ever having talked to me, or, indeed, having heard of me. 

NHL insiders say that, using the logic of contract negations, his 
refusal to acknowledge my existence is a sign our talk went well. 

He Says: Mr. Bettman, let’s drop the gloves. What can the 
league do to win back fans after tins lockout, which everybody 
outside of the players and owners believes was unnecessary and 
wrong? 

Bettman: Well, we’re very fortunate to have great fans in Can¬ 
ada that have nothing else to do in the winter that isn’t illegal. As 
for Americans, they haven’t noticed yet that we’ve been gone. So 
don’t tell them, OK? 


Straight talk

He Says: Don’t you think 
this cavalier attitude will only 
reinforce Canadians’ belief 
that you don’t care about the 
fans, delivering a Raffi Torres- 
lilce check to the head to our 
national game? 

Bettman: Well, first of all, I 
don’t know what a Raffi Torres 
is, but let me say that I’m confi¬ 
dent the fans will be back. 

He Says: How can you be 
so sure? 

Bettman: If you read news reports from after the last lockout, 
you see headlines like: “Hockey: Does anyone still care?” next to 
headlines like, “Maple Leafs’ second-unit penalty kill needs tweak¬ 
ing or heads will roll.” 

He Says: I see your point. But the NHL game was, before The 
Lockout: Part 2, at the height of its popularity. The hockey was 
faster, the women behind the benches were hotter, and mentions 
in late-night comedy monologues were at an all-time low. How 
did you kill all that momentum? 

Bettman: You have to understand that there’s been a huge 
philosophical divide between each side. 

He Says: I noticed that in the various proposals. The players 
said the repeating lockout was an example of Nietzsche’s eternal 
recurrence, while you adhered to the deconstructionism of 
Jacques Derrida, refusing to make whole. 

Bettman: We spent one meeting talking about whether 
contract negotiations really mean anything in a cold, uncaring 
universe. We found a lot of common ground there. But that’s not 
what I meant. What I meant is that we have a different attitude 
than the players, because we don’t care what people think of us. 

He Says: That’s refreshingly honest. 

Bettman: The players will always be at a disadvantage in 
contract negotiations, because they’re heroes, betraying their 
fans. But the management don’t have to be heroes. No Canadian 
lad says, “I want to be an owner.” Or commissioner. Keep it under 
your helmet, but I’m not very popular. 

He Says: Your secret’s safe with me. I want to thank you for 
your candour, Mr. Bettman. And remember, keep your stick on 
the ice. 

Bettman: I’m sony, what? 

He Says: Uh, just forget it.

New album. Aimee 
Mann reveals unique 
inspiration behind 
latest effort and 
the struggles facing 
modern artists 


The musical inspiration for 
Aimee Mann’s latest disc may 
come as a surprise. It certain¬ 
ly did for Larry Lee. 

Mann’s Charmer hearkens 
back to the pop-roclc struc¬ 
tures of her 1990s discs What¬ 
ever and I’m With Stupid, 
and ultimately even further, 
to radio-friendly hits from 30 
and 40 years ago. That’s her 
pop music, not the kind made 
by Taylor Swift, Beyonce or 
Katy Perry. In fact, she zeroed 
in on one song in particular: 
Jackie Blue, a 1975 hit by the 
Ozark Mountain Daredevils. 

“To me, that’s the perfect 
pop song and was kind of the 
touchstone for the whole rec¬ 
ord,” said Mann, who’s 52. “In 
fact, there are certain songs 
(on Charmer) where it’s basic¬ 
ally a homage to that song.” 

Charmer, which debuted 
at No. 33 on Billboard’s 200 
albums chart in September, 
is not a concept album, but 
Mann finds discs that are 
more than a collection of un¬ 
related songs more satisfying 
to the artist and listener. 

Mann went through re¬ 
cord company nightmares 
early in her career, and now 
makes music on her own 
label, SuperEgo. That doesn’t 
make her immune to the in¬ 
dustry’s problems. She said 
many fans can’t see the con¬ 



nection between illegally 
downloading music and the 
struggles of their favourite 
artists. 

“If I don’t have enough 
money to make another al¬ 
bum, I can’t make another 
album,” she said. “That’s how 
it goes. You can’t think about 
it. Am I suddenly going to ap¬ 
peal to people’s consciences 
and make them not steal 
music? If you don’t like it, 
great, then I can understand 
you not buying it. But if you 
like it and end up stealing 
it, then I just think you’re a 
jerk. Of all the people to steal 
from. Musicians? Really?” 

Two videos for Charmer 
give Mann the chance to dis¬ 
play her humour and Holly¬ 
wood connections (her musi¬ 
cian husband, Michael Penn,

is a busy film composer). Ac¬ 
tress Laura Linney is featured 
in one as a Mann “robot” pro¬ 
grammed to go on tour so the 
singer doesn’t have to. 

Jon Hamm and humor¬ 
ists Tom Scharpling and Jon 
Wurster appear in the video 
for Labrador. It shows Mann 
“tricked” into remaking the 
video for Voices Carry, her 
1985 hit with Til Tuesday, 
minus the elaborate hair¬ 
style. It reunites Mann with 
the MTV favourite that intro¬ 


duced her to a wider world, 
a song she’s kept at arm’s 
length since going solo. 

“It was literally one of the 
first three songs I wrote in my 
life,” she said.

2002 Booker Prize. 

Canadian author’s 
boy-tiger shipwreck 
tale has been adapted 
for big screen and is 
due for release 


The vast popularity of Saska¬ 
toon-based author Yann Mar¬ 
tel’s novel Life of Pi, which 
Oscar-winning director Ang 
Lee has turned into an ambi¬ 
tious film that opens Wednes¬ 
day, is particularly gratifying 
for Erica Wagner. 

That’s because Wagner, 
literary editor for The Times 
in England, was on the Man 
Booker Prize jury that gave 
the best-selling boy-tiger 
spiritual shipwreck tale its 
big break by picking it as 
the winner of the prestigious 
award in 2002. 

Seeing its subsequent suc¬ 
cess proves that she and her 
fellow jury members weren’t 
alone in thinking the fantasy 
adventure was an extraordin¬ 
ary story, she says. “It’s just 
such an unusual book but so 
vivid and imaginative, and I 
still think it’s just a wonder¬ 
ful book,” Wagner said in a 
recent telephone interview. 
“It’s rare in life you look back 
and think, That was the right 
decision,’ but I do.” 

According to Vintage 
Canada, which recently pub¬ 
lished a movie tie-in edition 
of Life of Pi, the novel has 
sold 812,000 copies in Canada 
alone and over nine million 
copies worldwide. 

It also spawned a 2007 
illustrated edition as well as

a play, and has earned high 
praise from luminaries in¬ 
cluding author Margaret At¬ 
wood and U.S. President Bar¬ 
ack Obama. 

And it had no trouble 
floating to the top of the 2002 
pack of Booker contenders, 
recalls British novelist Russell 
Celyn Jones, who was also 
on the jury that was chaired 
by Lisa Jardine and included 
David Baddiel and Salley Vick¬ 
ers. “Life of Pi went straight 
on the long list, nobody dis¬ 
cussed it, there was no dis¬ 
agreement,” Celyn Jones said 
by phone from London. 

“Then we had a short-list 
meeting for six books and it 
went straight into the short 
list, nobody discussed it be¬ 
cause there was no conten¬ 
tion about it.” Pi succeeded 
out of a field that also in¬ 
cluded two other Canadian 
authors: Rohinton Mistry for 
Family Matters, and Carol 
Shields for Unless. The other 
finalists were Australia’s Tim 
Winton for Dirt Music, Sarah 
Waters of Wales for Finger- 
smith, and Ireland’s William 
Trevor for The Story of Lucy 
Gault. Holed up in a room at 
the British Museum for final 
deliberations on the winner 
of the prize, which offers 
50,000 British pounds, was a 
“heated experience” for the 
judges, said Celyn Jones.

“People were not happy with 
the way (Life of Pi) ended 
and I thought, ‘Well, I think 
the ending is quite appropri¬ 
ate, because it gives you two 
alternatives: Either this was 
a fact, what happened to 
Pi, or that he’s constructed 
a narrative to deal with the 
grief of losing his parents in 
a shipping accident,” added 
Celyn Jones. Deliberations 
went on for several hours 


until about 6:30 p.m. — just 
half an hour before the start 
of the prize dinner. When 
the judges cast their final 
vote, it was in favour of Pi, 
“and all the women in the 
(room) started crying.” 

“It had been a really 
sort of a powerful event be¬ 
cause we knew two things, 
essentially,” continued Ce- 
lyn Jones. “We knew that 
we just handed Yann Mar¬ 
tel a million bucks, really, 
in terms of sales as well 
as the prize money. Every 
Booker winner has a huge 
payday and that indeed has 
happened to Yann. But the 
second thing is we were 
giving a nod of approval 
to then a small publishing 
house. Canongate was in 
competition with large con¬ 
glomerates and even though 
that wasn’t really a factor, 
it was pleasing to give a 
small publisher a victory.

Alec sharpens Claus 
for edgy festive role

Alec Baldwin is widely recog¬ 
nized for the huge variety of 
roles he’s played throughout 
his long, successful career, but 


you might not have expected 
him to tackle his latest char¬ 
acter in the Dreamworks ani¬ 
mated film, Rise of the Guard¬ 
ians. 

Baldwin gives voice to an 
unconventional Santa Claus, 
with a thick, brutish accent 
and arms full of tattoos. One 
of the film’s producers, Chris¬ 
tina Steinberg, puts it perfect¬ 
ly: “Who’s more naughty and 
nice than Alec?” 

Although Baldwin has 
voiced numerous characters 
in past films — including 
Madagascar 2 and Cats & Dogs 
— you’d expect that children’s 
films wouldn’t be of much 


appeal considering his only 
daughter is now a teenager. 

“I think that people all say 
that they want to ... do this 
children’s programming for 
your kids,” he says. “My daugh¬ 
ter is 17 now, my daughter is 
watching God-knows-what. 

“It’s kind of frightening, 
but I think that when they 
showed me that these were 
going to be edgier versions 
of these characters — when 
you see the Santa Claus figure 
it’s usually ... a rosy-cheelced, 
saintly man with not a lot of 
dimension — (it) was a lot 
more real, so I loved that.” 

Baldwin talked about his 



personal beliefs regarding 
Santa Claus when he was a 
child and how he discovered 
it was all a myth: “I walked 
into a room and my sister was 
wrapping presents with my 
mother and I was like, ‘Wait, 
what?”’ he explains. 

“I think they only told me 
because the more kids my 
mother had, the more wrap¬ 
ping they had to do. I immedi¬ 


ately became enlisted as a 
wrapper.” 

But just what was it like for 
Baldwin to play the legendary 
character? 

“The key with these kinds 
of films is to work your way to¬ 
ward a much warmer land of 
humanistic place, literally 
in your voice. ... The thing 
for me is to try to vary the 
tone. ... You want to try to 


keep it warm, there’s a great 
deal of love and warmth in the 
piece, (but) there’s always a 
chance to make it really, really 
bombastic, especially with the 
Santa Claus character. 

“There’s a chance to make 
it very strident. The guy is 
very, very powerful in some 
scenes — but in other scenes 
you want to make it silly and 
fun and child-friendly.”

Delusions of Grandeur. Sasseville’s 
show hits Blip following ABC rejection 



Jake Sasseville had it all planned 
out: He’d been working for a 
year on a TV show based on his 
life, and he was going to get it 
on the air in a unique fashion — 
by buying network time. 

He purchased eight 
30-minute blocks on ABC 
Family to launch Delusions of 
Grandeur. It was set to debut 
Oct. 4 at 1 a.m. EDT, but the net¬ 
work pulled it two weeks before 
the airdate, Sasseville said. 

“I got a ton of emails from 
the legal team who all of a sud¬ 
den chose ... that the show was 
not going to air,” the 26-year-old 
said of the show, which has now 
found a home on Blip, a website 
for original series. “And this was 
after I paid for the time.” 

ABC Family, which is owned 


by Disney, said in a statement 
that Sasseville’s show didn’t air 
“because it did not meet our 
standards for programming for 
time buy purchases.” The net¬ 
work didn’t provide details. He 
did receive a refund, however. 

Sasseville was using the time 
buy and paid programming for¬ 
mat, where the purchaser buys 
airtime and gets sponsors, but 
the network retains control. He 
used the format for The Edge 
With Jake Sasseville in 2008, 
which aired on ABC affiliates 
following Jimmy Kimmel live, 
and for Late Night Republic, 
which aired on MyNetworkTV 
and Fox stations from August 
2010 to October 2011. 

He said he funded both pro¬ 
grams through sponsorships 


with Overstock.com, Ford Mo¬ 
tor Co., Microsoft Corp. and 
others. Delusions of Grandeur, 
a loosely scripted comedy about 
the actor-comedian’s life and 
his successes and failures in the 
TV industry, debuted Oct. 3 on 
Blip. So far, four 30-minute epi¬ 
sodes have aired, and it returns 
Tuesday after its mid-season 
break. 

He was also able to retain 
his advertisers, including State 
Farm insurance company, 
once his show got the boot 
from ABC. Sasseville is pro¬ 
ducing the series through his 
production company, City of 
Sass. He also has a new book, 
Slightly Famous, published 
by City of Sass Print.

Beat 
in the eggs, one at a time, 
scraping the bowl between 
additions. 




4. Stir in half the flour fol¬ 
lowed by half the butter¬ 
milk, then the remaining 
flour and finally the remain¬ 
ing buttermilk. 

5. Spoon the batter into the 
prepared pans, filling the 
doughnut wells to about 1/4 
inch from the top. If using 
a mini doughnut pan, you 
will need to bake in mul¬ 
tiple batches. 


6. Bake for 10 to 12 min¬ 
utes, or until golden and 
cooked through. Allow to 
cool in the pan for 10 min¬ 
utes before turning out onto 
a rack. 

7. To make the glaze, sim¬ 
ply stir together the lemon 
juice and powdered sugar. 
Dip the tops of the dough¬ 
nuts in the glaze and allow 
them to set or enjoy im¬ 
mediately.

Oh Christmas tree, oh 
Christmas tree, how green is 
your carbon footprint? The 
question about the green¬ 
est Christmas tree has been 
one of considerable debate 
among environmentally con¬ 
scious merrymakers for the 
past decade. 

Both sides have made 
valid points: advocates of 
artificial trees take issue 
with the practice of cutting 
down trees in the name of 
festivity, whereas propon¬ 
ents of real trees argue that 
it’s pretty much impossible 
for a plastic alternative to be 
green. 

The research team at El- 
lipsos has provided a defin¬ 
itive answer. In its study, the 
real tree emerges victorious. 

According to Ellipsos, the 
artificial tree has three times 
more impact on climate 
change and resource deple¬ 
tion than the natural tree. 
That’s assuming your arti¬ 
ficial tree lasts six years. If 


your tree will last more than 
20 years and if you’d have to 
drive a long way to buy a real 
tree, the opposite becomes 
true. 

Regardless of whether 
you choose real or artifi¬ 
cial, there are ways to make 
sure your evergreen is truly 
green: 

Real Christmas Trees 

1. Buy locally. 

2. Choose trees from farms 
that minimize (or do with¬ 
out) pesticides and herbi¬ 
cides. 

3. Cut your own with a prov¬ 
incial permit, from lands 
that must be kept clear any¬ 
way. In many provinces, hy¬ 
dro right-of-ways have to be 
kept clear. This is a win-win 
way to meet that mandate. 

Artificial Christmas Trees 

1. Avoid PVCs — the grinchi- 
est of plastics — that most 
artificial trees are made of. 
Not only are these hard on 
the environment, they’re 
bad for your health. 

2. Make it last 20 years! 
Should neither of these 

options live up to your de¬ 
sire for a truly sustainable 
celebration, consider a liv¬ 
ing Christmas tree. Potted 


evergreens are just as festive 
as their cut counterparts! 
And the recent appearance 
of rental companies dealing 
in potted evergreens makes 
this a hassle-free option even 


for folks who forgot to dig 
their tree a hole before the 
ground froze.

Stampedes. Pepper-spray at¬ 
tacks on fellow shoppers. Store 
employees trampled, crushed 
and even killed. 

Accounts of mall mayhem 
on Black Friday — the day 
after Thanksgiving in the U.S., 
when merchants offer deep 
discounts on everything from 
skis to sandwich grills — have 
become part of retail lore. And 
although such incidents are 
rare, midnight store openings, 
across-the-parking-lot lineups 
and unbelievable deals have 
become as iconic of American 
Thanksgiving as pumpkin pie 
and pilgrim outfits. 

Each year, more Canadians 


join the Black Friday fray—the 
moniker reflects the fact that 
it puts retailers “in the black” 
for the year. Statistics Canada 
says 4.2 million Canadians trav¬ 
elled to the U.S. last November, 
presumably to shop. This year, 
stores in Canada, including The 
Bay, amazon.ca, Gap and Toys R 
Us are all trumpeting Black Fri¬ 
day specials. 

Still, Sally Ritchie, vice 
president of communications 
and marketing for the Retail 
Council of Canada says Can¬ 
adians aren’t entranced with 
cross-border door-busting. “Our 
polling data shows that only 
six per cent of people in British 


Columbia and five per cent of 
Ontarians plan to travel to the 
U.S. for Black Friday,” Ritchie 
says; 94 per cent of Canadians 
will be staying put. 

So for most Canadians, 
it seems, the question isn’t, 
“Where does the line start?,” 
but, “What the heck?” 

Well, obviously, there 
are the deals. “It can be 
thrilling to get a key 
item for a really good price,” 
says Sarah Kutulakos, an Amer¬ 
ican now living in Canada. 

“And there’s the social 
aspect, the ritual. You have 
Thanksgiving dinner with 
family and friends, then you 


all get up early on Friday to go 
shopping.” (Note: Kutulakos ad¬ 
mits she doesn’t go in for lining 
up herself.) 

But more subtle psych¬ 
ology may be at work as 
well. Apama Labroo, a con¬ 
sumer psychologist and the 
Patricia C. Ellison Profes¬ 
sor of Marketing at the Rot- 
man School of Management, 
University of Toronto, points 
out that people want things 
more when they appear scarce. 
Deep discounts, offering those 
savings for a limited time and 
making only a few of those 
products available (to, say, the 
first 100 customers) are all ways 


retailers “manipulate scarcity 
cues” — in other words, motiv¬ 
ate consumers. 

Enough to pitch a tent 
in an overnight lineup? Maybe. 
“People actually infer value (of 
a product) from the effort they 
put into getting that product,” 
says Labroo. 

In other words, hav¬ 
ing to line up is — for some 
shoppers — not only not a de¬ 
terrent, it’s proof that what 
they want is worth lining up 
for. “The many people present, 
all waiting, can heighten the 
sense of scarcity.” 

And, apparently, the need 
for a $38 Blu-ray player.

“I’m a big advocate for car¬ 
pooling,” says Holmes. “Go 
with your shopping buddies 
and you can save a parking 
space and gas, which is a hot 
commodity right now.” Not 
to mention, it’s nice to have 
company in the parking-gar¬ 
age traffic — because oh, yes, 
that is a thing that happens. 

Cross-check for online 
deals 

Some deals, such as door- 
busters, are strictly in-store 
offers. But increasingly, re¬ 
tailers are offering the same 
sales online with plenty of 
perks. “If you see something 


you like, check it out on your 
phone — sometimes it can 
actually be just as cheap to 
buy it online, get it shipped 
and get it gift-wrapped for 
free,” says Holmes. “Then you 
don’t have to lug it around all 
day.” 

Don’t fake being an early 
bird 

Ultimately, Black Friday 
should be a silly, fun way to 
kick off the holiday season. If 
waiting in the dark for your 
favourite store’s doors to open 
isn’t your idea of fun, sleep 
in and skip the door-buster 
deals. “It’s more about the 
camaraderie — it’s for a spe¬ 
cial kind of person who really 
enjoys that,” says Holmes of 
the 5 a.m. openings. “Every¬ 
body else, just go when you 
want. There will be lines, 
parking will be tough, things 
will run out — you have to 
enjoy it for it to be worth it.”

Pop quiz: What do the BMW XI, X3, Z4, 
3 Series and 5 Series have in common? A 
240-horsepower turbocharged four-cylin¬ 
der as their base engine. Not that buyers 
ever came out chanting for four-cylinder 
power, but when BMW’s fleet is staring 
at tougher fuel-economy regs, something 
had to be done. 

The result is that the five afore¬ 
mentioned models can be had with 
turbocharged four-cylinder base engines. 
Interestingly, this doesn’t seem to have 
affected (lowered) the prices of the cars 
much, if at all. The trend actually began 
with the 5 Series sedan and the Z4 and 
then spread. Oddly, the smallest car in the 
fleet — the 1 Series coupe and convert¬ 
ible — does not get the four-cylinder; just 
six-cylinder engines for them. 

Of course, the XI gets the four- 


cylinder and you could easily confuse it 
with BMW’s existing X3, so similar is the 
physical resemblance. However, the tape 
measure confirms that the XI is shorter 
and narrower by about 20 centimetres 
and 7.5 centimetres, respectively, and five 
centimetres shorter between the front and 
rear wheels. As well, the X3 offers nearly 
double the storage volume of the XI with 


its rear seats up and close to 20 per cent 
more room with the Xl’s second-row 
40:20:20 split rear seat folded flat. 

However, the XI certainly doesn’t 
come up short in interior accommoda¬ 
tions. The front seats feel wonderfully 
supportive, as they do with most BMWs, 
while rear-seat leg and knee room might 
only be a problem for tall types. 


The XI weighs 150 kilograms less 
than the X3, which is good news in 
terms of performance. BMW claims that 
zero-to-60 mph (96 km/h) takes about 6.3 
seconds when equipped with the standard 
eight-speed automatic transmission. 

For those wanting more oomph, there is 
also an optional 3.0-litre turbocharged 
six-cylinder with 300 horsepower, which 
is new to Canada for 2013. The standard 
xDrive all-wheel-drive splits the torque 
equally between the front and rear wheels 
in normal driving, but can shift 100 per 
cent of the torque to whichever axle has 
the most grip. xDrive will also automatic¬ 
ally direct added power to the rear wheels 
when turning to reduce the vehicle’s 
tendency to continue in a straight line 
(called understeer).

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For 2013, Porsche adds the brand new all- 
wheel-drive 911 Carrera 4 and 4S coupes 
and convertibles. And, of course, Porsche 
has been working on another convertible: 
The new 2013 Boxster. It’s all-new despite 
appearing familiar with its mid-mounted 
engine and recognizable silhouette. 

But the numerous differences collect¬ 
ively add up to significant change. 

Visually, the windshield is now more 
steeply raked and has been relocated 
forward of the cockpit by 10 centimetres, 
presumably for aerodynamic reasons 
and to keep your noggin a safe distance 
from the windshield edge when entering/ 
exiting. The rest of the body is edgier, 
especially the deeply sculpted door panels, 
reshaped fenders and a rear deck with a 
prominent spoiler that give the Boxster a 
squared-up presence reminiscent of the 
Carrera GT supercar. 

Porsche’s designers also added about 
seven centimetres between the front 
and rear wheels for increased legroom, 
although overall length has increased only 



slightly. The cockpit has been re-engin¬ 
eered to a similar degree, with an all-new 
centre console, control panel and optional 
sport seats. An electronic parking lever re¬ 
places the traditional hand-brake control. 

The Boxster’s six-cylinder engine has 
been reduced in displacement to 2.7 litres 
from 2.9, however, the horsepower rating 
has increased to 265 from 255 primarily 
due to switching to direct injection (fuel 


squirted directly into the combustion 
chambers under high pressure). 

Direct injection is also employed for 
the Boxster S’s 3.4-litre six, only it also 
gets the same 315-horsepower rating. 
Both engines can be ordered with a 
six-speed manual transmission, or op¬ 
tional seven-speed twin-clutch automated 
manual gearbox called the PDK. 

According to Porsche’s stopwatch, the

Boxster can hit 60 mph (96 km/h) from 
zero in 5.5 seconds, or 5.4 with the PDK 
(4.8 and 4.7 for the S). 

Porsche’s Sport Chrono package, avail¬ 
able with the PDK, includes a launch-con¬ 
trol program that maximizes standing-start 
acceleration, shaving about two-tenths of 
a second off the zero-to-60-mph (96 km/h) 
times of both models. PDK-equipped 
models also have a coasting feature 
whereby the engine idles out of gear when 
decelerating.

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In the spirit of cutting fuel consump¬ 
tion, Mercedes-Benz is taking a rather 
broad approach by using common smaller 
engines that actually make more horse¬ 
power. This is accomplished by turbochar¬ 
ging, which relies on you to keep your 
foot out of it to gain some fuel savings. 

Aside from an updated six-cylinder 
diesel that makes more power and torque, 
there’s a new four-cylinder turbo-diesel in 
the GLK tall wagon that makes 190 horse¬ 
power and an astonishing 369 pound-feet 
of torque. That’s about triple what a gas 
engine of the same displacement would 
yield. So while there’s plenty of focus 
under the hood of just about every Benz, 
there are still three new models for 2013. 

In a class by itself— the AMG class, 
that is — is the GL63 with its prodigious 
550 horses. All editions arrive with 
seven-speed automatic transmissions 
plus M-B’s impressive 4MATIC all¬ 
wheel-drive that specializes in providing 
secure all-conditions traction. Should 
you choose to risk your significant cash 
outlay by taking your Mercedes off the 
pavement, you can opt for an On/Off- 
Road package that includes a two-speed 
transfer case with a low range, locking 
differentials and skid plates to protect the 
underbelly. It also includes a modified air 
suspension that raises maximum ground 
clearance by your choice of three, 6.1 and 
8.9 centimetres above the standard 21.6 
centimetres of ground clearance. This is 
accomplished using the standard adjust¬ 
able AIRMATIC system. 

In other news, the SL name reaches the 
big six-oh for 2013 and what better way to 
celebrate than by launching a new genera¬ 
tion of this iconic luxury sports car. The 
all-twin-turbocharged engine lineup starts 
with the base SL550 that uses a smaller 
4.6-litre V8 (down from 5.5 litres), but 
output is now pegged at 429 horsepower, 
versus 382 for the pervious 5.5. Fuel 
economy has also picked up a bit. Part of 
the improvement comes from the instal¬

lation of technology that shuts off the 
engine when stopped, then fires it up again 
when the accelerator pedal is depressed. 

Back again in all their high-perform¬ 
ance magnificence are the SL63 AMG 


and SL65 AMG. The former arrives with 
a twin-turbocharged 530 horsepower, 

5.5-litre V8. Meanwhile, the 6.0-litre VI2 
in the SL65 AMG that was last seen in 
2011 is rated at 621 horsepower (up from 
604). A seven-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion is used in all models. 

In addition, all SLs feature a folding 
hardtop that can be raised or lowered in 
16 seconds and comes with a see-through 
Panorama sunroof. The top’s optional 
Magic Sky Control changes the panel to 
tinted from clear with the flick of a switch.

LEXUS UNVEILS 
REWORKED LINEUP 

Well, if what you get out of something 
is in direct proportion to what you put 
into it, then Lexus is about to reap some 
major rewards for a vastly reworked 
lineup, with two brand new models and 
a couple of others that have been beauti¬ 
fully updated for 2013. 

This effort might come as a bit of a 
shock considering that Lexus and parent 
company Toyota were largely crippled 
during the aftermath of the 2011 earth¬ 
quake and resulting tsunami that laid 
waste to Japan’s coastal cities. Clearly, 
Lexus is making up for lost time, so the 
flurry of activity actually seems about 
right. 

The Toyota Camry-based ES is 
Lexus’s go-to entry-luxury model, even 
though the sportier IS is less expensive. 
In this league, size counts for plenty and 
the longer, wider and roomier ES beats 
the pants off the IS in the space race. 

For 2013, interior volume has in¬ 
creased with the addition of nearly five 
centimetres between the front and rear 
wheels. Considerable sparkle has been 
added to what had been a design that 
for years was unnecessarily understated. 
The 268-horsepower, 3.5-litre V6 and 
six-speed automatic transmission carry 
over virtually unchanged from the 2012 
edition, but what’s really new is the ES 
300h hybrid with its 156-horsepower, 

2.5-litre four-cylinder gas engine that 


combines with a 141-horsepower elec¬ 
tric motor to generate 200 net horse¬ 
power. 

The hybrid borrows its powertrain 
from the Toyota Camry hybrid and 
represents a natural extension of the 
ES brand, especially since the recent 
demise of the Toyota Prius-based HS 


250h sedan. The new rear-drive GS is 
larger and priced significantly higher 
than the ES. It’s also helping lead Lexus 
out of the design doldrums where, along 
with many of its stable mates, the car 
has resided for the past number of years. 
Nothing overly radical, mind you, since 
it shares many physical and mechanical 


components with its 2012 counterparts. 

But front and rear revisions are 
obvious. Gone for 2013 is the V8 op¬ 
tion, which leaves the GS 350 and its 
gasoline-electric hybrid GS 450h as the 
only available models. 

The F Sport upgrade uses the same 
carryover 306-horsepower, 3.5-litre V6 
as the standard GS 350. Both feature 
a six-speed automatic transmission, 
however an extra level on the standard 
driver-selectable operating mode has 
been added that firms up the suspension 
and sharpens the steering for an overall 
sportier feel. F Sport and the GS 450h 
are offered in rear-wheel-drive only.

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NHLPA submits offer 
but sides ‘still far apart’ 


Lockout. Union moves 
toward league in 
revenue sharing as talks 
resume in New York 


The NHL and NHL Players’ As¬ 
sociation finally seem to be 
speaking the same language, 
but they still have a gap to 
bridge in negotiations on a col¬ 
lective bargaining agreement. 

The union tabled a com¬ 
prehensive proposal Wednes¬ 
day that generated a tepid 


response from the NHL. How¬ 
ever, commissioner Gaiy 
Bettman acknowledged the 
six-page offer was a step in the 
right direction and the docu¬ 
ment appeared to offer a path 
forward in talks, with the sides 
now envisioning the same type 
of economic system. 

“There was some move¬ 
ment in our direction and 
it was appreciated,” said 
Bettman. “We’re still far apart. 
But hopefully there’s some 
momentum so we can bring 
this to a conclusion.” 

The union proposed a 50- 


50 split of revenues during the 
five-year deal along with $393 
million US in deferred make- 
whole payments throughout. 
Two weeks ago, the league of¬ 
fered $211 million and a 50-50 
split. 

NHLPA executive director 
Donald Fehr acknowledged 
that his constituents are anx¬ 
ious to end the lockout and 
indicated that the new offer is 
“about as good” as the players 
are willing to make. 

“(The players) are suffering 
right along with the fans,” said 
Fehr. “We made an enormous 


move in the owners’ direction 
to try and end it — at least as 
of today that hasn’t been suc¬ 
cessful.” 

Until now, the union had 
been pushing for a system 
that would see players paid a 
fixed amount of revenue each 
season rather than receiving 
a percentage of it. However, 
the new offer included some 
safeguards to ensure they’d be 
protected in the event league 
revenues stalled, including a 
clause that states the players’ 
share can’t drop from year to 
year, the Canadian press

There is also ground to 
cover on contract issues. 

The NHLPA offer includ¬ 
ed a rule that would punish 
teams who sign players 
to long-term, back-diving 
contracts — something 
the league has identified as 
an important issue. It also 
called for players malting 
more than $1 million US 
in the minors to have their 
salary count against the cap. 

The union chose not to 
adopt the NHL’s proposed 
changes to unrestricted free 
agency, entry-level deals 
and salaiy arbitration.
